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Last summer, the line was 
drawn, as our city waged war 
on smoking, drugs, and other 
health hazards. 


With this new decade 
came a push for health 
awareness. Many people 
were supporting public 
awareness of drugs and 
the hot issue of smoking 
bans. Those include Kitty 
Dukakis, Dick Gregory, 
and the Caddo Parish 
School Board (C.P.S.B.). 
The push wasn't only in 
the leaders, "It is how 
the community gets in¬ 
volved," Said Arthur Cut- 
las, a follower of Dick 
Gregory's campaign. 

Have you ever grabbed 
a cup of coffee or a coke 
for a quick pick me up? 
According to Cathi Pen- 
dergraft, a nurse at High¬ 
land Hospital, "Caffeine 
is fine for one who is in 
excellent health, but it 
can be dangerous to 


those with respiratory, 
cardiovascular or high 
blood pressure prob¬ 
lem." 

Smoking is a great 
danger to our health and 
was one of the main is¬ 
sues debated in Caddo 
Parish last summer. 
Asst. Supt. Dr. E.J. Holt, 
explained the everyday 
dangers of smoking," 
There are studies that 
show that second hand 
smoke from other peo¬ 
ple's cigarettes can 
cause just as much dam¬ 
age that one may have if 
they were a regular 
smoker and it puts me at 
risk of lung disease by 
those smoking around 
me." These studies led 
to the C.P.S.B.'s decision 
to ban smoking and to¬ 


bacco in all schools. 

Dick Gregory has been 
pushing a Drug-Free 
Zone issue in Shreveport 
since June, 1989, when 
the problem of drugs in 
our city caught the pub¬ 
lics attention with the Ce¬ 
dar Grove Riot. Gregory 
made great progress 
throughout the city. Even 
though he was not in 
town constantly, he had 
leaders who kept the 
campaign going. 

Corporal H.C. George 
of the Shreveport Police 
Department, said "Ho 
matter what happens, 
Gregory won't leave. He 
stands his ground and 
has put the "fear of Greg¬ 
ory" into the Drug Push¬ 
ers.

It was a decade of 
healing old wounds 
(the Vietnam War Me¬ 
morial) and discover¬ 
ing new problems 
(AIDS). It was a time of 
reconciliation (the IMF 
Treaty) and advance¬ 
ments (Jesse Jackson 
was in the presidential 
race). 

Like most great nov¬ 
els, the climax came 
at the end-1989. It be¬ 
gan with 1 million Chi¬ 
nese people asking for 
the resignation of 
Deng Xiaoping; 3000 
students went on a 
hunger strike. To 
many's amazement, 
1000 demonstrators 
were killed. The Soviet 
Union allowed new 


press and religious 
freedoms, and they 
pulled out of Afghani¬ 
stan. Also, the first 
free elections put dis¬ 
sident Andrei Sak¬ 
harov in power. 

In eastern Europe, 
the Hungarian prime 
minister changed the 
nation's status from 
communist to inde¬ 
pendent republic. In 
Czechoslovakia, Alex¬ 
ander Dubcek spoke 
to crowds; the reform¬ 
ers won concessions. 
In Poland, the results 
of free elections put 
Solidarity members in 
all but one of the seats 
they were allowed to 
contest. In East Ger¬ 
many the Berlin Wall 



was torn down; the Ru¬ 
manian people staged 
a revolution. 

1989 was a year of 
famous court cases. In 
U.S. v. Bakker, PTL 
minister Jim Bakker 
was convicted of 24 
counts of fraud for 45 
years in prison. Lt. 
Col. Oliver North was 
acquitted on nine of 
his twelve counts in 
the U.S. v. North trial. 
In U.S. v. Helmsley, 
hotel mogul Leona 
Helmsley was found 
guilty on 33 of the 41 
counts of tax evasion, 
mail fraud, and extor¬ 
tion. 

The nightly news be¬ 
came the best drama 
on T.V. In March, the 


Exxon Valdez had a 
wreck and dumped 
240000 barrels or oil 
in the waters of Prince 
William Sound. Sal¬ 
man Rushdie lam¬ 
pooned the prophet 
Mohammed in his 
book, Satanic Verses. 
Cincinnati Reds man¬ 
ager, Pete Rose, was 
indicted for betting on 
his team. The Rolling 
Stones got rolling 
again on a 36 city, $70 
million tour. 

This year turned out 
to be more than any¬ 
one ever expected.

ince the two police officers’ 
deaths last summer, the 
department has gone through 
many precautionary and 
financial changes. “Without the 
growth of funds to help combat 
the problems, we can only do 
so much," said Officer Leroy 
Azlin. 

With the increase of violence, 
murders, and robberies, a 
policeman runs the risk of 
losing his life every day he 
goes to work. With the increase 
of officer deaths, safety has become a big issue. 

Many changes have occurred since Officer Davis’ 
death three years ago at the Kon Tiki burglary. The 
depart ent has raised funds for the seven police dogs 
they now have. "It is better to send a dog in and than 
an officer who has only his eyes and ears to depend 
on,” says Azlin. 

Since the two police deaths last summer, the 
department has invested in bullet proof vests for all of 
the officers. “The vests give you an extra edge if the 
criminal gets a jump on the gun before you see him,” 
explained Azlin. The Corporal H. C. George seems to 
think “if the officers practiced what they learned in 
the academy, there wouldn’t be as many accidents.” 

The main problem within the department as with all 
other aspects of the business world is finances. Until 
they can hire more officers, purchase more patrol cars, 
and more instruments they can only go on a day to
